W iil the n ew law passed b y the 
last legislatu re b e p u t into effect at 
the s p rin g election? 
T ha t is the 
qu estion 
tha t 
is 
a gita tin g 
the 
m in d s of a good m a n y persons w ho 
do n ot k n ow w he the r the y will 
vote or not. 
T he n ew law relates 
to persons convicted of crim es a n d 
the m in or offense of p e tit larceny. 
S om e of the b est law yers in the 
c ity say the law m eans tha t a p e r­ 
son con victed of p etit la rcen y c a n ­ 
n ot vote, an d there is every possi­ 
b ility tha t it w ill b e p u t in to effect 
a t the city election. 
If it is done, 
it w ill deprive a n u m b e r of voters 
in S ed alia of the right of f ra n ­ 
chise. 
T he act in qu estion w ss passed 
as an a m e n d m e n t to a sim ilar la w 
a lre a d y on the sta tu te hooks. 
In 
the old law , only persons convicted 
of a felony w ere disfranchised, b u t 
u n d e r the n e w act p e tit la rc e n y is 
b elieved to b e inclu ded. 
T he sec­ 
tion is as follow s : 
“ A n y person w ho shall b e c on ­ 
vic ted of arson, b u rglary, rob b ery 
or larceny, in a n y degree, in this 
article specified, or w ho shall b e 
sen ten c ed to im p rison m e n t in the 
p e n ite n tia r y for an y other crim e 
p u n isha b le u n d e r the provisions of 
this article, shall b e in c om p e te n t 
to serve as a ju ror in a n y cau se, 
► a n d shall 
b e forever disqu alified 
from votin g a t 
an y 
election 
or 
hold in g an y office of honor, tru st 
or profit w ithin this s t a t e ; 
p ro­ 
vided, tha t the provisions of this 
section shall n ot a p p ly to a n y p e r­ 
son w ho at the tim e of his con vic­ 
tion shall b e 
u n d er 
the 
age 
of 
tw e n ty-on e 
ye a rs; p rovid ed 
f u r ­ 
the r, tha t in all cases w here p e r ­ 
sons have 
b een convicted u n d e r 
this act the disqu alification p r o­ 
vided m a y b e rem oved b y the p a r ­ 
don of the govern or an y tim e a fte r 
one yea r from date of c on vic tion .’’ 
T he 
D e m o c r a t 
u n d ersta n d s 
tha t lists are b ein g p re p a re d of Se- 
dalian s w ho are not e n title d to vote 
on A p r il 3d, a n d a n y a tte m p t u p ­ 
on the ir p a rt to do so w ill resu lt 
in arrest a n d prosecu tion. 
B efore the la w w as a m e n d e d it 
p rovid ed tha t persons con victed of 
p e tit larcen y in 
the cou rt of a 
ju stice of the peace shou ld n ot b e 
inclu ded a m on g those c om in g u n ­ 
d er the provisions of the act. 
In 
othe r w ords, to b e con victed of 
p e tit larceny did not d ep rive the m 
of the right to vote. 
W he n the 
a m e n d m e n t w as passed, tha t p ro­ 
vision w as stricken ou t. 
L a w ye rs 
say it n ow inclu des those persons 
c on victe d of p etit larceny, a n d tha t 
the y c a n n ot vote. 
T he 
jail 
records 
are 
b ein g 
searched, an d the disqu alified p e r­ 
sons w ill b e located w ith a vie w to 
p r e ve n tin g their voting. 
T he la w 
does 
not 
a p p ly, 
of 
cou rse, to 
persons convicted 
of 
p e tit larcen y b efore the law w as 
c ha n ge d , b u t it does a p p ly to those 
sent to 
the p e n ite n tia ry 
at any 
tim e. 
T he y are not very n u m e r­ 
ou s in this c om m u n ity, a n d no a t ­ 
te n tion has ever b een paid to the 
e n forc e m e n t of the law . 
S ince it 
relates also to p etit larceny, it will 
p re ve n t a large n u m b e r of m en 
from votin g. 
C olore d m en p red om in a te in the 
lists tha t are show n on the jail 
b ooks. 
If the law is p u t in force 


it will disfranchise a n u m b e r of 
the m , a n d several w hite m en w ill 
n ot b e allow ed to cast a b a llot. 
T he la w is not generally k n ow n , 
a n d there is no tim e n ow to secu re 
the p ard on of the governor a n d al­ 
low the offenders to vote at the city 
election.
